Current/Past Events:  
 
The database vendor, Albertson Consulting has reached a stall in the process of IT deliverables; staff evaluated 
and presented to the BMOE who directed board staff to negotiate an end to the contract. This is in process and 
the staff will continue maintenance with the original contractor who still has a valid contract. 
 
Administrative Rule Review 
The work group meeting held in January agreed on language to change ARSD 20:47:03:03 concerning whether 
the applicant has received treatment for mental health or substance abuse. This administrative rule hearing is 
scheduled for the March board meeting. 
 

Current and Upcoming Advisory Committee and Staff Meetings: 
The advisory committees meetings are being scheduled for late March – early April. Proposed legislation HB 
1048 would require advisory committee meeting to follow open meeting rules.  
 
Interstate Medical License Compact 

• The Rules and Administrative Procedures committee has begun development of a process for the IMLC 
to levy on and collect from member boards an annual assessment, as authorized by section 13 of the 
compact law (SDCL 36-4-44).  

• SD Commissioner Hansen has been appointed with 2 other committee members to develop policy 
guidance regarding the enforcement authority granted to the IMLCC Executive Committee under IMLCC 
statutes, Section 11, paragraph k. 

• The Interstate Medical License Compact Commission has scheduled a Licensing Summit for April 6-7, 2020 to 
discuss the processes and policies related to the compact process. This meeting is designed to train and educate 
licensing staff on the IMLC procedures.
